Austin, Texas, January 12, 1874. 

Whereas, The Supreme Court of the State 
bas. in a recent decision declared the elec- 
tivos held on the 21 of December, 1873, in eub- 
stance to be invalid by reason of the uncon- 
stitu'iouslity cf the law under which said 
election was held; and, whereas, great pub- 
lic i: jury apc further dangerous complica- 
ors ef vublic affairs are likely to result 
from apy atiempt on the part of those who 
claun to bave been chosen as members of 
the Legislature and other officers at said 
election to assume the positions they claim ; 
therefore, for these and other reasons, which 
it ig not necessary to incorporate herein, it is 
decmed advisable, and it is so ordered, 
that those who have been chosen legislators 
or for other offices, should not attempt to 
assume the position, unless by farther action 
of adequate authority, such election may 
hereafter be validated. Ail good citizens are 
advised to abide by the decision of the com- 
petent tribunal, and aid in maintaining public 
order and moderate counsels.

THE FIRE FIEND. 
IT RAGES IN MASSACHUSETTS AND

Boeton, January 13.—A large fire has been 
raging for several hours at Natick, Maas,, io 
the business portion of the town.

Ramie, says the author, has passed tle 
phase of experimental struggle in this 
country. The difficulty from the first has 
consisted, not in its successful cultivation, 
but in the separation of the remarkable 
textile from i's enoat in the green 
A machine bad to be invented and perfected 
that would cxiract the fibre, and extract il 
so economically as to enable us to compete 
1 with the cheap manus! labor of the Chinese, 
who forcenturies have nearly monopolized 
the ramie-fiber trade. John produces, with 
the aid of a knife, from one to two pounds a 
day of the marketable raw product, and 
Louisianian ingenuity has now invented a 
machine that daily supplies one thousand 
pounds of a similar product. Thus is every 
obstacle removed. Its vitality and Juxuriance 
in Our soil and climate has been thoroughly 
tested and settled. 

The crude, ramue-staple is worth from $320 
to €310 aton in Europe, but American manu- 
facturers offer from 20 to 25 cents per pound 
for it if furnished in considerable quantities. 
Ungummed and properly bleached it ac- 
quires a double and triple market value. 
The ti:sucs calied “Japan silk,” “Canton 
goods,’ “vrass-cloth,” “Nankin liner,” and 
many other varietics of dry goods, are gen- 
erally made of ramic materiul, more or less 
mixed with other fiber. A'mosta'l the dress 
goods are made in part of ramie. [tis a sub- 
stitute for silk; but never for cotton. Enpiish 
manufactures have long coutrolled the ramie 
or China-grass trade; and in the immense 
factories of Lecds and Bradford the staple 
is extensively used in the economy cf silk. 
The cocoons of the whole world cannot sup- 
ply the demand for siik, and the contraband 
materiul imported from Shangbai alone to 
the mills of Lyons and Lancashire amounted 
to seven millions of pounds in 1865. Indis 
and Japan also furnish large quantities. 
The worms do not spin the material of 
modern gowns, for they n’e chiefly grass, 

Ramie is no novelty. J pan, China, India 
and almost all the islands of the East have, 
for centuries, made it the basis of their home 
fabrics, and an object of foreign trade. The 
Greeks and Romans used : :mie goods as silk 
clothing. Virgil mention. the fact, and ad- 
mires the rich tissues in l.is Georgies. The 
generic name of the plan: is “Ur:ica” of the 
Bohemaria tribe. The two principal varie- 
ties are China grassandramie. The latter is 
the better of the two. [oth are perennial 
growths that will last for \ears and years in 
an appropriate soil and cii ate, 

The Gulf States and California have been 
thoroughly tested, and found admirably 
adapted to the successful cultivation of the 
plant. It can be grown with profit in Mary- 
land and Virginia, but in those States it aas 
to be protectedin winter. The American 
mowing machine quickly lays it low; and an 
acre should produce from 400 to 5C0 pounds 
at each cutting. 

Jute is a substitute for cotton as ramie is 
for silk. It entersinto carpets, vil-carpeting, 
twines, cordage, sacks, bagging,etc. Nearly 
one hundred mills in Dundee, Scotland, are 
engeged in turning the famous product of 
India into various fabrics. We pay millions 
of dollars in gold every year for the manu- 
factured and unmanufactured jute that comes 
from Calcutta and Bombay. There isa no 
jute produced in America, although the 
market reports designate some sorts of can- 
vas a8 Americin jute-bagging.

The address from which I have made such 
copious extracts, it is proper and quite perti- 
nent for me here to state, was unanimously 
endorsed by both Houses of the General 
Assembly. It is exceedingly appropriate for 
me here to atate, in order to show this House 
and the world that the Legislature of Geor- 
gia was then, and now is, as I believe, ready 
to secure to the colored race within their 
jurisdic:ion the amplest justice in the protec- 
tion of all their natural us well as civil rights 
of person and property. If theiris any class 
legislation there ugainst the colored race, I 
am not aware of it. The laws of Georgia, 
so faras I am informed, provide the amplest 
protection and security for all thecivil rights 
of all the inhabitants of the State, whetner 
considered citizens of the State or of the 
United States, or of no State whatever; and 
if, at any time, it should be discovered that 
these laws ale defective in any of these par- 
ticulars, I should be in favor of a proper 
remedy by the proper authority.

Astothe 5th section of the 14th amend- 
ment and the 2d section of the 10th, so far as 
they relate to the subject matter of the body 
of each Amendment, respectively, their clear 
meaning and import are to provide security 
to the colored race in the enjoyment of the 
privileges, immunities, and rig uts so declared, 
in the same way and in like manner, as was 
provided for the security of like privileges, 
1mmupDities, and rights of the citizens of the 
several States, respectively, by the Constitu- 
tion before this Amendment,and that no other 
remedy for a violatiou of the probibitions on 
State action in either of these Amendments 
was contemplated than euch as existed tor 
like violations of like prohibitions anterior to 
the Amendments. The exercise of no new 
power was confe:red by either of these new 
amendments. The denial of the exercise of 
any number of powers by the United States, 
severally, does not, most certainly, confer its 
exercise upon the Congress of the States. 
Neither of these amendments confer, bestow 
or even declare any rights at all, to the citi- 
zens Of the United States, or to any class 
whatever. Upon the colored race they 
neither confer, bestow or declare civil rights 
of apy Character—not even the right of 
franchise, Tney only forbid the States 
from discriminating io their laws against 
the coiored race in the bestowment of such 
nghis as they may severally deem best to 
bestow upon their own citizens. Whatever 
rights they grant to other citizens shall not 
be denied to the colored race as a class. This 
is the who.e of the matter. The question, 
then, is, how can Congress enfore a prokibi- 
tion of the exercise of these powers by a State ? 
Most assuredly, in the same way they en- 
forced or provided for violations of like pro- 
hibitions anterior to these Amendments. 
The proper remedies before were, and now 
are, nothing but the judgments of courts to 
be rendered in such way as Congress might 
provide, declaring any State act in violation 
of the probibitions to be null and of no 
cffect, because of their being in violu- 
tion of this covenant between the States 
as set furih in the Constitution of the 
United States. No new power over this 
matter of adifferent nature or character 
from that previously delegated over like 
subjects, was intended to be conferred by 
the concluding sections of either the 14th or 
15th article of amendment. No such thing 
as the tremendous power of exercising gen- 
eral municipal, as well as criminal, legisla- 
\ion over the people of the several States, 
could have been dreamed of by the pro- 
posers of these amendments. Such a con- 
struction would entirely upset the whole 
fabric of the government, the maintenance 
of which in its integrity was the avowed 
object of the war. If the construction upon 
which this bill resta be a true construc- 
tion, then you have power to prosecute 
and punish all those in Georgia and other 
States, numbering not only thousands but 
bundreds of thousands, who are secking to

And in relation to the powers of Convress

“It would be the vainest show of learning 
to att-mpt to prove, by citation of authority, 
that, up to the adoption of the recent amend- 
mente, no claim or pretence was set up that 
those rights depended on the Federal Gov- 
ernment for the existence or protection, be- 
yond the very few express limitations which 
the Federal Constitution imposed upon the 
States —such, for instance, as the prohibition 
ugainat ex post facto laws, bills of attainder, 
and laws impairing the obligation of con- 
tracis. But, with the exceptica of these and 
a few otber restriction, the entire domain of 
the privileges and immunities of citizens of 
the States, as above defined, Jay within the 
constitutional and legislative power of the 
States, and without that of the Federal Gov- 
@-nment.” 
The Court, then, in reference to the powers 
of Conercss to pass municipal laws asa 
proper remedy against the exercise of powers 
prohibited to the States by the Constitution, 
with great point and potency putsthe ques- 
tion: , 
“Was it the purpose of the Fourteenth 
Amendment, by the simple declaration that 
no State should makeor enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privileges and immu- 
nities of the citizens of the United States, to 
transfer the security and protection of ali the 
civil rights which »e have mentioned from 
the States to the Federal Government? And 
where it is deciared that Congress shall have 
power to enforce this article, was it intended 
to bring within the power of Congress the 
entire domain of civil rights heretofore be- 
longing exclusively to the States?” 
‘L hey auswer it, too, with equal emphasis and 
power, in these words : 
“All this, ana more, must follow, if the 
propositivu of the plaintiffs in error be sound. 
cor not Only are these rights subject to the 
control of Vongress whenever, in its discre- 
lion, any of them are supposed to be abridged 
by State legislation, but thac body may also 
pass laws in advance, limiting and restrict- 
ing the exercise of legislative power by the 
States, in their most ordinary and usual func- 
tions, as in its judgment it may thiok proper 
on allsuch subjects. And still further, such 
a construction, followed by the reversal of 
ibe judgments of the Supreme Court of 
Louisiana in these cases, would constitute 
this court a perpetual censor upon all legisla— 
tion of the States, on the civil rights of ther 
own citizens, With authority to nullify such 
as it did not approve as consistent with those 
rights, as they existed at the time of the adop- 
tion of this amendment:” 
Further on, in the same decision, in speak- 
ing of the ]4thand 15th amendments, and 
the heat and excitement of popular senti- 
ment when they were before the people, the 
court gives forth certain other most impor- 
tant utlerances on this subject, to which I 
call special attention. They say: 


“Under the pressure of all the excited 
feeling, growing out of the war, our states- 
men have still believed that the existence of 
the States with powers for domestic and 
local government, including the regulation 
vf civil rights—the rights of person and of 
property—was essential to the perfect work - 
ing of our complex form of government, 
though they have thought proper to impose 
additional limitations on the Siates, and to 
confer additional ower on that of the na- 
tion. 

Additional prohibitions imposed upon the 
States; and additional powers conferred upon 
the general government; but none of a new 
nature or character. 

It is here juaiciously affirmed that all the 
essential features of our o1iginal complex 
Federal system are still preserved. la sub- 
stance it amounts to this, that these Amend- 
ments (whether rightfully or wrongfully in- 
corporated into the Cunstitution) do not 
change the nature and character of the 
government. Soul-inspiring words are 
these! So lang as an incorruptible judi- 
Ciary shail sustain the pillars of the Con- 
stitution in their stately position, and the 
grand old Federal arch unbrokea in any 
of its parts, nO serious apprehension need 
be indulged in, aS to our future 
safety, from the batteries of legislative de- 
molition or re-construction of the Temple of 
our Liberties, if the people of the several 
States shall continue equaily true to them- 
selves. The United States still exists as a 
Federal Republic, and are not yet merged 
ioto a Ceatralized Empire. It is true the 
Court here speaks of the States in Union as 
a Nation. ‘his is also eminently correct, as 
the word was here doubtless intended to be 
used. The Uniced States is indeed, and ever 
hus been, a Nation, and a Nation of the 
highest type. It is a Federal’ Republic—a 
Republic of Republics. Hence the armorial 
motto stamped upon the Great Seal, as it 
was, in the beginning: # Pluribus Unum—a 
Nation of Nations! 

But to prcc-ed. i wish to call special at- 
tention to another decision, made by the 
same tribunal, at the same term [see 16 Wal- 
luce, 138-9,] giving additional ligut upon the 
true consiruction of the 14th amendment, 
which very nearly shows that the power 
Claimed under it, even #3 it stands, cannot 
justify the passage of this bill, and that the 
rights embraced within its provisions, are not 
of that character which Can be rizhifully leg- 
islated for, by Congressional enactment. 

If itis within the reserved powers of the 
States to deny the right of admission to the 
bar to any who may be held to be her citi- 
zeps, or Citizens of the United States, is it 
not much more one of her reserved rights to 
say Who may, or who may not, be admitted 
in'O her go schools or other institutions ? 

Here I leave the question, so far as our 
powers over the subject are concerned. | 
consider it as settled by the bighest judicial 
tribunal of thecountry, so far us that tribu- 
nal is competent to setile any question of 
Constitutional law. 

But, in the second piace, among the eflirm- 
ative reasons for my opposition to this bill, 
I oppose it because of its inexpediency. 
Even if the power were, without question or 
doubt, vested in Congress to pass mucicipay| 
regulations of this sort to Operate over the 
peuple of the several States of tne Union, I 
think it would be exceedingly iojudicious 
and unwise to exercise it. Setter leave all 
such matters to the States. Ia int 
of fact, I do not believe the colored 
people of Georgia have any desire for 
mixed schools, and very litle, indeed, for 
mixed churches, as contemplated by this 
measure. The tendency of their part 
throughout the State, in all the religious de- 
nominations, except the Catholic, is to sepa- 
rate from the whites in church associations 
and orgsnizations. In all instances, within 
my knowledge, the whites have been perfect- 
ly willing, and even solicitous. for them to re- 
main, and worship in the same houses and 
before the same altars ; but they preferred to 
Oo to themselves. So with the schools. 
hey have no desire or wish for mixed 
schools composed of white and colored 
Children. Ail they want is their right 
and just participation in the common- 
school fuad in schools of their 
own. This they now have in Georgia. 
They afso have a University for them- 
selves at Atlanta, aided by the Btate, as 
the State University for whites is in like 
manner aided by the State. They have no 
desire for anything parjaking of the charac- 
ter of social rights; andif the people, col- 
ored and white, in the several Southern 
States. shall be lett to themselves to work out 
yheir own destiny under the present system,
